While standing about the 
depot, a man whom Ferris describes 
as Roney, approached him and en 
gaged him in conversation. Learn 
ing where Ferris desired to go.Roney 
stated that he was a conductor of 
i 


freight train on the Central, and wa 
just on the eve of pulling but fo 
Macon. Ferris decided that h« woulc 
go on Roney's supposed tram, anc 
together the two went through the 
yards to find it. As soon as Rone 
got his victim among the box care 
he dealt him a heavy blow on the 
head, knocking him senseless to the 
ground. The remaining part of the 
dirty work was quickly performed by 
the experienced bauds of the "thug," 
who, upon accomplishing it, left fd 
a clime more congenial to his own 
peculiar habits. Mr. Ferris recovered 
from the effects of the blow shortly 
afterwards, and finding hie way back 
to the depot, he made known to an 
officer the facts in the case. Having 
a strong desire to capture Roney, anc 
send him to the penitentiary where 
he properly belongs, the persons to 
whom the affair was known, decided 
to remain silent, and not let the thief 
know that they were aware of his ac- 
tion, in order that the officers could 
have every passible chance of secui- 
ing their prize. A states warrant was 
sworn out for Roney's arrest, and is 
now in the hands of the officers.
